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DETAILED ACTION 
Summaiy 

On May 18, 2006, an Office Action was sent to the Applicant rejecting claims 1- 
31. On August 17, 2006, the Applicant responded with arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Jones 
(7,016,870), as set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 17, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that Jones does not disclose providing a "list of 
recommended rebalancing transactions"; automatically retransmitting an alert message 
to via a secondary method if a first method is not successfully executed; generating 
execution instructions based on the list of recommended rebalancing transactions and 
transmitting the execution instructions to an electronic trading system; an investor may 
respond by an email including a transaction number identifying a list of rebalancing 
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transactions; customer's response received on paper includes an optical code for 
retrieving the list of recommended rebalancing transactions; or customer's response is 
received as a voice sound that is recognized using a recognition device. In response, 
Jones discloses providing a "list of recommended rebalancing transactions" (when the 
portfolio needs to be rebalanced based on the user's goal, then the user is alerted 
listing one or more new financial products that are available to help rebalance the 
portfolio; the system also offers advice for assisting the user in making decisions 
regarding rebalancing the portfolio; the system automatically implements the 
recommendations for rebalancing the portfolio based on the user's response and then 
will automatically alert the user if another scenario arises in which the portfolio may 
once again need rebalancing— col.27, lines 25-30, 50-55 and col.27, line 57 to col.28, 
line 38); automatically retransmitting an alert message to via a secondary method if a 
first method is not successfully executed (the alert may be transmitted via various 
communication methods to ensure that the user is reached— col.28, lines 30-38); 
generating execution instructions based on the list of recommended rebalancing 
transactions and transmitting the execution instructions to an electronic trading system 
(adjustments made to be implemented to the portfolio based on alerts— col. 7, lines 5- 
15); an investor may respond by an email including a transaction number identifying a 
list of rebalancing transactions (the user may communicated via telephone, email, fax, 
or similar messaging system — coL28, lines 30-38); customer's response received on 
paper includes an optical code for retrieving the list of recommended rebalancing 
transactions (the user may communicate via telephone, email, fax, or similar messaging 
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system — col.28, lines 30-38); and customer's response is received as a voice sound 
that is recognized using a recognition device (the user may communicated via 
telephone, email, fax, or similar messaging system — col.28, lines 30-38).
